This is in response to the Office Action dated October 3, 2005 in the above- 
captioned matter, the due date for replying to which extends until November 3, 2005. 

In the Office Action the Examiner indicated that under 35 U.S.C. 121 restriction to 
one of the following inventions was required: 

I. Claims 1-16, drawn to a method of making a composite material, 
classified in class 419, subclass 27, and 

II. Claim 17, drawn to a composite material, classified in class 75, 
subclass 228. 

Applicant respectfully disagrees with and traverses the Examiner's restriction requirement 
regarding the disposition of claims. More particularly, claims 1 through 1 6 are drawn to a 

method of making a composite material, whereas claim 17 is drawn to a composite material 
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produced by the method described in claims 1 through 16. Indeed, all of the features of 
independent claim 1 can be found as corresponding features in independent claim 17. 
Applicant was unable to follow the Examiner's reasoning under item 2 of the restriction 
requirement, inasmuch as such reasoning fails to acknowledge the above-mentioned 
relationship between independent claim 1 and independent claim 17. Accordingly, 
withdrawal of the restriction requirement is respectfully requested. 

If the restriction requirement is maintained, applicant provisionally elects with 
traverse claims 1 through 1 6 to be examined. At the same time, Applicant reserves the 
right to file one or more continuation or divisional applications for the non-elected claim(s). 

Applicant believes that the outstanding Office Action has been fully responded to 
herein and that the application is in condition for substantive examination, which action is 
earnestly solicited at the earliest possible time. If the Examiner has any questions or 
comments or believes that personal contact will expedite prosecution of this application, 
he/she is encouraged to contact the undersigned at (248) 641-1600.
